The report of the pathologists 
who examined the body of Dan- 
iel after it was recovered from 
Lake La Fourche, follows, in 
part: 

The report, in part, follows: 

“The gross’ anatomical find- 
ings in the case, namely, lacer- 
ations and hemorrhages of cer- 
tain of the soft tissues in asso- 
ciation with multiple comminut- 
ed fractures of the bony struc- 
tures permit of the conclusion 
that some of these injuries wer» 
the primary, and the others the 
contributing cause of edath. ~ 

“The character of the injur- 
ies to the soft tissues and their 
proximity to the injuries of the 
bones indicate that the lesions 
to the soft parts and to the 
bonés Were dependent, one on 
the other, and produced simul- 
taneously. 

‘The striking symmetry of the 
bone fractures and their, rela- 
tionship to the injuries of the 
surrounding. soft tissués suggest 
that the bones were subjected to 
some specially constructed de- 
vice designed for inflicting pun- 
ishment. 

“The tendons apd ligaments 
about the stumps of the legs* 
and forearms are ragged and 
uneven as though they had been 
torn or pulled from their attach- 
ments. 

“The bones of the body, par- 
ticularly those of the extremi- 
ties (legs and arms), are found 
fractured. These fractures are 
compound and comminuted. The 
striking features of the frac- 
tures of the long bones are their 
character, similarity and sym- 
metry. 

Fractures Equidistant. 

‘The humerus of both arms. 


the radius of ulna of both arms, 
the femur of both thighs, and 


the tibia and fibula of both legs 
are fractured _in three differ nt 
places. These fractures regu- 
larly occur at the upper middle 
and lower portions, respectively, 
in each instance. As a rule 
they ‘are eqidistant and approx- 
imately, three’ and one-half 
inches apart. The character of 
the fractures indicates that they 
were produced by a _ crushing 
force or\one in which the force 
was applied simultaneously from 
more than one direction. This 
‘explains the great number of 
small bits and fragments of 
bone, varying in size and shape, 
which are foynd at the fracture 
sites. 

“The most of the ribs, togeth- 
er with the right clavicle and 
breast plate, are fractured and 
dislocated. The appearance 
and location gf these fractures 
would indicate that the force 
was applied simultaneously up- 
on the front an back of the 
torso. 

“The vertebral.column and 
the pelvic girt are found intact, 
showing neither fracture nor 
dislocation. The greater part 
of the skull ts missing.”

Police Powerless to Stop Indulgence 


by Youths in That 
Pastime. 


A Coroner’s verdict of accident 


was returned yesterday in the case 
of Thomas J. Rieves, negro, 6 years 
old, of 3226A La Salle street, who 
died Thursday from injuries suf- 
fered when struck by a motor truck.

If 
young Clemmons had submitted he would have 
faced nothing more serious than a charge of 
violating the liquor law, and there would have 
been no Clemmons-Wat¥ins fetid, but he resisted 
and tried to get away and he was shot and killed. 
It is said that the shot which killed him was 
fired man named Harrison,‘a member of 
the posse, but Elcaney Clemmons and the Clem- 
mons clan held his death against Watkins and 
in the bitterness of his sorrow, Elcaney is al- 
leged to have sworn that Green Watkins should 
die as his son had died, and to have rallied his 
kin to the fulfillment of the vow, 

At first, it must be admitted, Elcaney Clem- 
mons sought to have the law avenge his son’s 
death.

McQuinn made 
his little speech and Nathan said he had no 
objections to being for him providing he was 
not connected in any way with the Watkins 
crowd. 

“One of them killed my nephew,”..McQuinn 
says Nathan said. “His people appealed to the 
law and there wasn’t any. law. 50 we're going 
to get revenge ourselves. That’s why I'm 
carryin’ this here rifle. gun.” 

Jf these and other threats were made and 
Green Watkins heard of them, he made no sign.

Dawn of Lula’s Romance 


Now comes Amos Fugate,and the dawn of 
romance for Lula Dodson. Amos was only a 
little past 20 when Mrs.: Rosa Williams’ guose 
foraged in the Fugate garden on Quicksand, 
which caused hard feelin's between the Fugates 
and the Williamses and culminated ont day in 
Mrs. Wilffams receiving the contents of a 
double-barreled shotgun from the genera! direc- 
tion of the Fugate cabin. Amos said he did it, 
resting stolidly on the defense that a woman 
who let, her goose forage in other folks’ gar- 
dens deserved to die. Years afterward, when, 
¢with a price on his head, he came courting to 

jaia Dodson's cabin, he told her’ that «a woman © 
meniber of his family killed Mrs. Willianis and 
that he took the blame, which may “have been 
the truth or just one of the tales that a man 
tells to a maid,,but it makes no difference now. 

It was in 194 when he stood up in Jackson 
courthouse and confessed that he killed Mrs. 
Wiliams and was sent to Frankfort for life. 


Lula Dodson was long enough for a man toe 


serve for a crime he didn't commit, and then 
he escaped. 

He fled to West Virginia and there he might 
have lost his identity and lived his life. but 
the call of his homeland hills was in his veins. 
And when Elcaney Clemmons found him, after 
two weeks’ search, as Elcaney told John 
Napier, according to Napier’s testimony at the 
trial, ‘it needed no great urging for him to 
comeback to the ancestral “hilis and holMers” 
on the headwaters of Quicksand.

He was related to the Clemmons family and 
the claim of the clan which Eleaney is said to 
have urged upon him could not be denied.

It may have been a coincidence that in 


Elcaney farms in 8 He stayed there six years, which he also told June, 1921, Judge Watkins, a brother of Green. 


and also a deputy, was wounded from ambush 


as he rode along the creek at night, but sus- 
picion fell upon Fugate, whose return to the 
section had become known. 

Green Watkins was looking for Fugate. He 
heard that Fugate was helping Emory Collins 
and Bud Combs at a still, in the Clemmons 
neighborhood. He took four men and permitted 
Henry Noble; a 16-year-old boy, to go along, and 
Friday night, July 20, and Saturday, July 21, 
they watched from a, leafy covert on the moun- 
tainside. They saw Collins and Combs come 
and go but Fugate did wot appear. Finally 
they captured Combs and after a parley he 
agreed to help them catch Fugate. Amos, he 
said. was over at Elcaney Clemmons’. He 
wotid go and get him to come and help rua 
the still. The posse would Hie in “wait at the 
top of Wildcat Mountain and when Combs and 
Fugate came along Fugate would be captured. 

It was only three and a half miles to Elcaney'’s 
and. Combs left at 11 a. m., but it was dusk be

fore he returned and then he said Amos was 
not there. He had gone to his father’s but he 
was coming back that day and £lcaney'’s boy, 
Charlie. was to meet him at the mouth of Cole’s 
fork at 9 o'clock that night with a mule, and he 
could be captured there. 

Combs left and Watkins and the posse went 

to the mouth of Bee Branch, 200 yards above 
the mouth of Cole’s fork. They waited until 
9:30 but they saw neither Fugate nor Elcaney’s 
boy. 
° It was at about dusk when John Morgan 
Allen, who lives across Buckhorn between Cole's 
Fork and Bee Branch, saw four men down to 
ward the mouth of Cole’s Fork. He couldn't 
recognize them because the leaves were green 
on the trees. They disappeared at the mouth 
of the fork. 


Saw Tracks of Four Men 


A little later, when Allen went down to his 
milk gap below the mouth of Cole's fork, he saw 
in the sandy road the tracks of four men, which 
turned into the bushes. And when he had fin- 
ished milking and returned home his dog stayed 
down there barking into the bushes until, it 
seemed, something was thrown at it, for it yelped 
and raced home. 

Watkins and his companions, concluding that 
Combs had double-crossed them, started to leave. 
The moon had risgn above the wooded summit 
of the mountains on the further side of Buck- 
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‘ hid.

Preparations are 
now being made for another fight, which. prom- 
ises to eclipse the struggle staged at Decorah 
last spring. Both sides have increased their 
forces. The four attorneys who defended Knees- 
kern have been joined by another with a wide 
reputation as a criminal lawyer and the State 
has added to its corps of three attorneys a Du- 
buque law firm consisting of four able prosecu- 
tors. Now. with the “mother instinct” feature 
in view, the public is even more interested than 
it was in the first trial. 


Change of Venue Granted. 


His Story Convicted Kneeskern. 


Whether her examination will or will not im- 
press a jury remains a bit uncertain, but it has 
already had the effect of focusing the public gaze 
again on the man who, as a witness in the first 
trial, was described by the prosecuting attorneys 
as a “poor, uncultivated, wandering boy,” and 
attacked on the other hand by Kneeskern’s at- 
torneys as “a ne-er-do-well with an aversion for 
work; a thief and an army deserter who slew 
his brother and sister-in-law for vengeance after 
they had accused him of stealing corn.” 

The residents of Northeastern Iowa readily 
remember how this young man’s testimony fig- 
ured in Kneeskern’s trial, for it was chiefly his 
story along with other circumstantial evidence 
which convinced the jury that the cattle buyer 
went to the home of his young tenants in Van 
Brocklin’s absence, engaged in improper conduct 
with Mrs. Van, Brocklin and, upon being sur- 
prised by the young husband, killed him and 
then turned the shotgun on thie woman to silence 
her testimony. 


Elmer Van Brocklin was approaching his 
brother’s cabin about the time the murders were 
supposed to have occurred, he related on the 
stand, when he was met by Kneeskern, who was 
armed with a shotgun and who threatened to 
kill him if he attempted to enter the-hodse. 

Pifty or more witnesses took the stand at the 
trial and Kneeskern'’s attorneys put up a stub

A review of events of the last few months dis- 
closes that ‘the defense not only has been bol- 
stering up its evidence and its legal talent, but 
has been gaining other advantages as well. 
Kneeskern’s attorneys have charged that preju- 
dice against the cattle buyer exists throughout 
Northeastern Iowa and have made their charge 
stand up to the extent of winning a change of 
venue so that the second trial will not be held 
in the community where the crime was com- 
mitted, but in Charles City, Floyd County, which 
is in the north central part of the State. 

In addition to this,’ Kneeskern is out of jail 
and free to dig up what evidence he can find. 
He is enjoying the first freedom he has known 
in 10 months as a result of a habeas corpus 
writ, bringing his release on $40,000 bonds. 

Even before his release his sentence of life 
imprisonment did not stand in the way of his 
exercising the right of franchise, for he was 
permitted to vote in the general election. Aece- 
companied by the Sheriff, he made the trip 
from Decorah fo Castalia in an automobile after 
dark and returned when his ballot had been cast. 

These and other privileges haven't gone un- 
noticed by the residents of Winneshiek County. 
Around the stoves in nearly every litthe-general 
store are heard ugly insinuations. “The Knees- 
kern money is talking,” is the gist of the com- 
ments.

noticeable since Kneeskern’s name was first 
mentioned in connection with the murders. At 
the outset the formal charge against him 
brought a buzz of protest. Kneeskern was 
wealthy and of a prominent family. He held 
property estimated to be worth $100,000 and his 
father’s holdings were of twice that value. The 
family had tived in Winneshiek County for 
Many years and both father and son were held 
up as models of integrity. The idea that a 
married man, 38 years old, and with a 5-year- 
old son, should leave his palatial home at Cas- 
talia and go to the cabin of his struggling ten- 
ants and murder them was beyond the grasp 
of his-acquaintances. What could have been his 
motive? The charge was ridiciYlous and out- 
rageous, they all believed, and they said as 
much. | 

Now a decided change in feeling is apparent. 
Although Kneeskern is not without friends in 
his home county, the general impression is that 
he is guilty and his every move is watched with 
intense interest, and concessions to him are 
greeted with disapproval. 

A veritable storm was precipitated when it 
became known that he cast a vote in the elec- 
tion. A petition demanding the impeachment 
of the Sheriff was circulated and was not slow 
to receive signatures. It -happened, however, 
that the Sheriff had been defeated for re-elec- 
tion and the County Attorney pointed out that 
impeachment proceedings could not be brought 


to a successful conclusion before his term ex- q 


pired. The action was then dropped, but the 
rumors of bribery continued with increased vig- 
or, and when the arguments for Kneeskern’s new 
trial were in progress the demonstrations became 
so violent as to interrupt the proceedings and 
bring from his attorneys the angry charge that 
the spectators were “seeking to dominate Win- 
neshiek County by mob rule.” 

The change in the public's attitude, marked 
as it is, came about slowly. It seemed to follow 
step by step tle progress of the evidence that 
was woven around Kneeskern as, one by one, 
witnesses were found who could throw some bit 
of testimony into the scales against him. 


Crime Committed Dec. 11, 1921. 


It was on Dec. }1, 1921, that the crime was 
committed. The neighborhood was horrified 
when investigators at the cabin, which is on a 
farm owned by Kneeskern near Decorah, found 
the bodies of Charles Van Brocklin, 21 years 
old, and his 19-year-old wife, Irene. They had 
been slain at close range with a shotgun and 
the shot had torn great round holes in their 
right breasts. The body of the young woman 
was lying in the main room of the cabin on_its 
side with both arms hugging her breast. It had 
been covered with a blanket and some clothing. 
In a lean-to on the east side of the cabin lay the 
body of her husband. It, too, had been covered 
with bed clothing and the faee, which, the Cor- 
oner said, bore an expression of horror, was hid- 
den from view by an old hat. The investigation 
resulting in this grewsome discovery had been 
made at the suggestion of Kneeskern, who had 
been hunting that day in the vicinity and had 
reported that he heard shots at the cabin. 

The first move in the case after the bodies 
had been discovered was the arrest of Elmer 
Van Brocklin, brother of the

Another Hearing Followed. 


Another lengthy hearing immediately followed 
and its developments were as guarded as those 
of the first had been. With its conclusion, 
Kneeskern was bound over to the grand jury 
on bonds of $15,000. The grand jury’s session 
brought his indictment on two counts, each 
charging murder in the first degree, and bail 
was refused. Kneeskern then was placed in jail 
at Decorah. 

By tis time the public could hardly contain 


its curiosity, for through all the investigation 


thus far, no hint of the motive which was to 
be charged

The revival of archery, so far as Dr. Pope 
dnd the San Francisco group of archers is 
eoncerned, dates back to 1911, to the advent of 
Ishii, the last ofthe uncivilized Indians. 

Ishii was captured in the primitive wilder- 
ness of the Mount Lassen country, Califor- 
nia, and brought to the Museum of Anthropol- 
ogy in San Francisco. Here Dr. Pope came to 
know him in a professional way. The Indian, 
who had never before been in touch with the 
white man, had none of the disease-resisting 
germs with which to combat the white man's 
ills. He soon fell prey to pneumonia in the 
comfortable habitat furnished him, though. 
his entire previous life had been spent in the 
open, without regard to weather conditidéns. 
Dr. Pope was called to attend him, and thus 
“began a friendship which has resulted in the 
revival of archery on the coast. 

About Dr. Pope there has gathéred a group 
of field archers whom he has interested in the 
sport. Prominent among these are W. J. 
Compton, Capt. Stiles, Arthur Young and Don- 
nan Smith. These four, with Dr. Pope, are the

must live. It was this love of nature which caused him 
to recognize in Ishii something more than a specimen 
to be studied. He sensed that here was a man with a 
philosophy and habits of.life unspoiled by artificiality. 
A mutual feeling of respect sprang up between the 

“primitive Indian andthe cultured white man. Ishii 
taught Dr. Pope the use of the bow and arrow as the 
Indians used it. 

But the doctor made no effort to teach Ishii the ways 
of the white man. “He had a splendid philosophy all 
his own,” said the doctor. “His ways were better for 
him than ours.” é, 

He learned the Indian’s language, the Indian learned~ 
a little of the doctor’s language. They tramped the 
wilds of the Sierras together; they hunted together: 
they ate and slept together. and the doctor came to 
admire the many®@wonderful traits possessed by the 
Indian in common with no white man. 

When Ishii died in 1916 the doctor had become pro- 
ficient in the use of the bow and arrow. After long 
practiee he has been able to send his seventh arrow 
into the air before his first has returned to the 
ground. 

When Longfellow penned his famous Indian epic he 
acrredited Hiawatha with great skill with the bow and 
arrow, for he wrote: 

“Strong of arm was Hiawatha: 

He could shoot ten arrows upward, 

Shoot them with such strength and swiftness 
That the tenth had left the bowstring 

Ere the first to earth had fallen.” 

Archers have always maintained that this was an 
impossible feat. In fact, it was thowght that four ar- 
rows at most would be the record. But Dr. Pope has 
sent séven into the air and expects soon to be able to 
put the eighth one there. 

The doctor likes to experiment with the bow and ar- 
row. One of his experiments led him to a game of goif 
at the Presidio links. During the ggme he shot an ar- 
row beyond the seventeenth hole. 

Albrecht has a bison to his credit, as wel] as bear 
and other game. The University of Washington had a 
small herd of bison, and one of them became 
very cross, injuring several people. It was decided 
to.get rid of him, and Albrecht agreed to kill him with 
the bow and arrow. The bison was turned loose under 
conditions as near primitive as possible, and Albrecht 
shot it, asing three arrows. The arrow that killed it 
broke a rib in two, penetrated the heart and projected 
through the opposite side of the animal from which it 
had entered. Only a couple of inches of the rear end 
of the arrow remained in the bison, exposed at the 
point of entrance. 

Don Smith of Oakland, Cal., has also won consider- 
able fame with the bow and arrow. Smith, under the 
guidance of Dr. Pope, first learned to ma*e his own 
bows and arrows. Fénding that he had a natural incli- 
nation for the work, he soon began to make them for 
the trade. Now he not only supplies the demand for 
field archery, but also makes the target equipment. 

Dr. Pope makes his own equipment, and on the fogzsy 
evenings so characteristic of the San Francigco Bay 
regions he sits by the fireside of his luxuriously fur- 
nished home making bows and arrows, much as did 
lagoo for Hiawatha. According to the legend, lagoo

No student likes having a bunch of girls outshoot 
him, and there are worse things than being a good 
enough shot to be detailed on the arduous duty of 
coaching a good-looking co-ed. Consequently, rifle 
shooting at the Unjversity of Missouri is booming just 
now. 

As is proper, the girls were mentioned first: but the 
men students in the R. O. ¥- C. have not been doing so 
poorly. Missouri is rated as a “distinguished college” 
by the War Department. The students get miiltary 
training along with their college work and at the end of 
four years dre commissioned reserve officers. 

The course both in the infantry and artillery units is 
very thorough. The infantry students, among other 
things. are trained in infantry drill, bayonet work, 
calisthenics, rifle shooting, grenades, automatic rifles, 
machine guns, one-pounders, light mortars, military 
law, pistol shooting, sanitation, military history and 
tactics. 

The training of the artillery is similar, but more 
emphasis is laid upon pistol shooting, gunnery and 
equitation. Equitation sounds imposing, and to some 
of the city lads it is. It consists of clambering aboard 
a fool horse who wants to do what you don't, and 
making him do what you want, incidentally staying on 
top of him meanwhile.

Long, 
laborious, patient years of investigation, with occa- 
sional triumph, had rendered him immune to the pre- 
mature enthusiafms of the amateur. Carter stood by 
and directed further operations with calmness. 

Immediately upon making the discovery of what 
seemed to be a vast royal cache, Carter telegraphed 
to Lord Carnarvon, who left England at once for Egypt. 

The Egyptologists knew, from the old papyrus rolls, 
that in a dynasty some few centuries later than that of 
King Tutankhamen, the Jesse Jameses of the ancient 
world had broken the seals of some of the tombs of 
Kings and plutocrats and got away with plunder of 
high value. There was some papyric evidence that they 
had violated the funerary chambers of Tutankhamen, 
but whether they had rifled those rock-hewn rooms of 
much or all of their cached wealth remained still a 
matter of conjecture. 

When all at last was ready for the great adventure, 
which was not until after more than 200,000 tons of 
earth and stone had been shoveled and cut away, the 
sealed outer door was opened carefully. Then a way 
was cleared down 16 stone steps along a passage of 
about 25 feet. Here was found the door to an inner 
chamber, the first of three. This door was sealed as 
the outer one had been. On it, as on the outer door, 
were indications that the original seals had been 
broken and then re-sealed. : 

After some difficulty an entrance to the antechamber 
was effected. When af last the eager archeologists 
managed to squeeze their way inside, an extraordinary 
sight met their eyes. The bright gleam of the electric 
globes they carried broke suddenly upon a scene daz- 
gling, bewildering, wellnigh beyond belief. Lord Car- 
narvon and Howard Carter stvod silent, gazing in awe, 
rapt, enchanted. 

It was the year A. D. 1922 suddenly stepping back into 
the year B. C. 1367! Stepping back and throwing the 
glory of Edisonian illumination over the darkness of 
buried ages! Modern England and new America, hand 
in hand, stepping down into the long-sealed crypts of 
Egyptian silence and oblivion! “Dark as Egypt” no 
longer could pass muster as common speech; here,

_ future. 


First, the men saw three magnificent state couches, 
each wrought in gold, with exquisite carvings, tnclud- 
ing heads of Typhon, Hathor and the Lion.

The state throne of King Tutankhamen! 

Archeologists declare that never before has an 
ancient King’s throne ‘been recoveted. Near one of the 
couches stood this superior treasure of antiquity, the 
actual seat of the mighy Pharaoh whose sword was law 
throughout his empire. There had sat, 33 centuries 
ago, the monarch whose mummy the discoverers were 
expecting to find somewhere beyond the partition lead- 
ing to the next sealed chamber hewn in the solid rock. 

The throne is described as magnificent beyond the 
understanding of even the elect.

In this first antechamber was also a heavy gilt 
chair, bearing portraits of the King and his Queen, the 
whole encrusted with turquoise, carnelian, lapis and. 
other semiprecious stones. 

Near the door two ‘life-sized bituminized statues of 
the King, with gold work holding a stick and mace, 
were facing each other. The face of the King is shown 
to be strikingly handsome. Feet and hands are carved 
delicately. The eyes are of glass. The head-dress is 
studded profusely with rich gems. 

In this chamber four chariots were found—the King’s 
four carriages of state. The sides of the chariots are 
encrusted with semiprecious stones and are rich in 
gold decorations. The splendid vehicles had been left 
in the chamber dismantied. Hanging over the seat in 
each was a leopard’s-stin apron for the charioteer. 


_ Several alabaster vases of most exquisite workman- 


ship were in the chamber. These are regarded as quite 
highly valuable, from the exalted viewpoint of art. 
Each vase is carved from a single piece of alabaster. 

Of considerable interest are the material indications 
of preparedness for the future journeys of the royal 
departed. In the chamber were found enormous gquan- 
tities of provisions for the dead, including trussed 
ducks, haunches of venison and other meats, coo¥ed 
by the King's chefs of that far-gone day. The meats 
and other foods were packed in boxes. There were 
some remarkable wreaths, still looking evergreen. In 
one of the boxes were rolis of parchment which it is 
hoped may supply valnable historical data. 

After Carter and the Earl had made a cursory in- 
spection of the first chamber, they broke the seals and 
entered the second. Here another amazing scene be- 
wildered their senses for the moment. Articles of royal 
furn‘ture, such as golden beds, exquisite chests, ala- 
baster vases similar to those found in the antechamber, 
and many other things were piled high. one atop the 
other, so closely packed that at firs: it was impossible 
to enter the room. 

There was some evidence that ancient robbers had 
entered this chamber, after passing through the first 
one, a later Pharaoh's agents having resealed the doors. 
Accounts vary as to the extent of the loot taken away 
by the bold bad men of 3000 years ago. Some state that 
much of value was stolen; others express the belief 
that the robbers got very little for their pains, perhaps 
being frightened away too early. Anyhow, enough 
remains to satisfy the most exacting demand for buried 
treasure. > 

Beyond this second chamber is the door of a third, 
securely sealed. That is believed to be the crypt con- 
taining the sarcophagus, coffins and mummy of the 
King, perhaps also of the Queen. In case it turns out 
to be such, there is every expectation of finding further 
fortunes in gold and precious stones which will go 
chiefly to the Cairo Museum, though it is the hope and 
belief of Ezyptologists that the British Museum in Lon- 
don and the Metropolitan Museum of Art in New York 
City may get a fairly generous share of the treasures. 

Howard Carter and h‘s noble associate not onlv de- 
ferred breaking open the third deor, but they affixed 
securer seals, building up in fact a strong bulwark of 
wood and metal to protect the un*nown treasures of 
the inner shrine. Outside the excavations and in the 
passage they stationed armed guards.
